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Parks Hurls Narberth 
to Win Over Oakmont 



Former Lower Merion Boy 

Strikes Out 15 As Borough 

Nine Leaves Cellar.

The brilliant pitching of Keith 
Parks, former Lower Merion High 
football and baseball star, now at Perm 
State, coupled with a slam-bang 
heavy-hitting eighth inning enabled 
Narberth to break their four-game 
losing streak by defeating Wye Jus- 
tis* Oakmont Club, 6-2, last Saturday 
afternoon at the playground. The 
much-needed victory allowed the Xar- 
berth Club to escape the ignominy of 
the cellar position in the Main Line 
League, the defeat sustained by the 
Oakmonters thrusting them into that 
unwanted post. 

The outstanding feature of the game 
was Parks' high-class twirling, by far 
the best exhibited by a Narberth 
pitcher this year. This nineteen-year- 
old local boy, pitching a cool, steady- 
game throughout, retired fifteen of the 
visitors by the strikeout route, allowed 
only five hits and would have had a 
shutout except for two costly errors 
on the part of his supporting cast. 

Up to the sixth inning the game was 
a scoreless pitching duel between 
Parks and Al Hermann, who also 
pitched a creditable game up to the 
hectic eighth, when he lost his grip 
on the situation entirely. In the sixtli 
Oakmont broke the ice with a single 
run, when, after two were out, an 
error by Gilfillan put Reynolds on 
first base and Sipler scored him with 
a long two-bagger to left-field. The 
visitors threatened again in the sev- 
enth when R. Hermann and Ortlip 
opened the inning with singles and 
advanced to second and third on Fri- 
day's sacrifice. However, Parks rose 
to the occasion and fanned A. Her- 
mann and McXally, ending the inning. 

Narberth opened the eighth aus- 
piciously when Herb Baker crashed 
a double, his third hit of the after- 
noon. Then Barney Slaughter, the 
dashing centre-fielder, slugged a long 
three-base hit to deep left-field and 
the score was tied. These events 
seemed to rattle young Hermann as 
the Narberth batting order at once 
began to flog his shoots with vim and 
vigor.

Parks continued his excellent pitch- 
ing behind this commanding lead and 
brec/.cd through the last two innings 
without serious trouble, although Oak- 
mont scored in their half of the eighth 
when Martin unified Sipler's easy fly, 
allowing Reynolds, who was on base 
through a walk, to score. The eighth 
inning was enlivened by an unusual 
circumstance caused by incompetent 
umpiring which caused some argu- 
ment. Sipler was caught off first by 
one of Catcher King's characteristic 
snap throws, but Base Umpire Taw- 
ney indicated that the runner was safe. 
At this both Catcher King and Man- 
ager Davis voiced loud objections, and 
Tawney. admitting he was not in a 
position to see the play clearly, put the 
matter up to Chief Umpire Dillon, who 
reversed the decision. This change 
brought Manager Wye Justis of the 
visitors prancing out of the dugout 
and after some discussion it was an- 
nounced that Manager Justis would 
protest the game. However, there is 
very little chance that his protest will 
be "upheld by the league officials as 
the rules clearly confer the right of 
the chief umpire to reverse a decision 
for just cause, and it is rather surpris- 
ing that an experienced baseball man 
like justis is not aware of this.

Young German Violinist Finds Lower 

Merion High Students Responsive to Music 

Erwin Wollner, of Bryn Mawr Gables, Gives First Public 

Recital on Main Line Since Coming to This Country 

in March; Likes Modern Composers 



Students at Lower Merion Hitfli 
School h:ul the privilege recently 
of hearing a 15-ininnte program l)y a 
talented young German violinist, Erwin 
Wollner, who recently came to the 
Main Line to live. 

The responsiveness of the students 
to the music and the ahsohite (|tiiet 
that reigned during his playing of 
Ditch's "Chaconne" were particularly 
impressive to Mr. Wollner. 

Other numbers played by Mr. Woll- 
ner, in this, his first public appearance 
on the Main Line, included Weiniaw- 
ski's "Legend," a Negro spiritual. 
"Nobody Knows," and variations on 
"The Last Rose of Summer," arranged 
by Henry William Ernest. 

Mr. Wollner came to this country 
in March to join his wife, the former 
Miss Mary Hayden lioweii. of Wash- 
ington, D. C, who is completing her 
first year as an instructor in Knglish 
at Bryn Mawr College. The couple 
first met in Paris in 1<)27. when she 
was studying languages in France, and 
he was studying at the Paris Con- 
servatory. Airs. Wollner is a Vassar 
graduate. 

Horn in Bachum. in Westphalia, 
young Wollner first showed musical 
promise at the age of 12. His early 
studies were conducted at the State 
Academy at Merlin. During the re- 
construction period following the war. 
he found it difficult to continue his 
musical education, but after consider- 
able effort he accumulated enough 
money to permit him to go to Pari.- 
to study. There he was a pupil of the 
famous French music master, Jacques 
Thibaud. 15 e fore lie was 2-1 years old 
his playing had received lavish praise 
from critics in P.crlin and other Kuro- 
— peaii centres. 

"We have never heard an artist more 
gifted with delicacy and elegance. A 
perfect technique, magnificent sweep 
and sonority . . . The public could 
not stop acclaiming him as a violinist 
without peer," said the Revue Inter- 
nationale du Theatre after one of his 
recitals. The Paris edition of the 
New York Herald, noted for the 
severity of its criticism, said: ''The con- 
cert of Mr. Wollner was unusually 
brilliant. He played with ricli lone and 
deep understanding." The Lokal An- 
zeiger, of Berlin, said: "The young 
violinist's profound and accomplished 
interpretation of Bach and Beethoven 
aroused storm.-, of applause." 

Mr. Wollner has played 13 concerts 
in Paris, one of them before the Ameri- 
can Woman's Club, a large and pow- 
erful organization. One of his num- 
bers at this recital was a composition 
by former Vice President Charles 
Dawes. 

Jiut before coining to this country in 
March, Mr. Wollner was working in 
Czecho-Slovakia. making musical ac- 
companiments for talking pictures with 
the UFA Film Corporation. 

Mr. Wollner is particularly inter- 
e.itcd in the niti a'c of the young mod- 
ern composers of all nationalities. "The 
kind that gets the hisses," h;; explained 
with a smile. Such men as Milhaud 
and Roussel in France; A. Talisman 
in Poland, ami Hindemith, Dobrowen 
and Alban Berg in Germany, are bis 
especial study. Mr. Wollner is also 
keen on the music of Thorarin Jonsson, 
an Icelander, some of whose works he 
will play from manuscript in a recital 
this week-end before the S T ew York 
Press Club. 

Besides being a very gifted musician. 
Mr. Wolhur is also an artist of con- 
siderable talent. In his apartment in 
the Bryn Mawr Gables are several 
very charming etchings done by him 
in Europe. When he completes a few 
more he hopes to hold a private exhi- 
bition of his work. 

In addition to playing at several 
prbnte engagements in New York, Mr. 
Wollner -lias played over the radio 



from Station WIIN, New York. .-md 
expects to do more radio work in the 
future over other stations.
